A DOMINION PROBLEM.

OT íor the first time the Canadian 
authorities have been experi¢ncing 
trouble with that strange sect) the 
Doukhobors, whose intolerance of the 
restraints of constitutional authority is 
part of their settled creed. 
Doukhobors, who have a queer passion for 
going about in a state of nudity, have 
been demonstrating both at Saskatchewan 
and in British Columbia. Though 
physical force is opposed to all thoir 
teaching, they do not seem to have 


hesitated to obstruct the police in the 


execution of their duty. 


The ringleaders were brought before the | 


Courts and nine of them were sentenced 
to six months’ hard labour. The charges 
against others who had been arrested were 
withdrawn, and two hundred and fifty 
members of the sect were removed from 
Nelson Gaol to Porto Rico, a former 
Doukhobor lumber camp. Feeling is 
reported to be running high among the 
remainder, and further defiance of the 
authorities is threatened. 

The Doukhobors are Russian immigrant 
descendants of a little colony of converts 
of a retired non-commissioned Prussian 
officer, believed to be a Quaker, who lived 
and tanucht in a village of the Kharkof 
Government about the year 1740. The 
name Donkhobór means “ Spirit 
Wrestler,’’ and the foundation of the faith 
is to be found in implicit trust in the 
Spirit of Truth. 

For some time after the accession of 
the Czar Paul, the Doukhobors were 
allowed to live in peace. Their gospel 
spread over Southern Russia and other 
parts of the Empire, but when some of 
their leaders began to preach that rulers 
were not needed the whole body became 
suspect. Under Alexander 1. the 
members. of the sect were brought together 
in a settlement at the “ Milky Waters,”’ 
near the Sea of Azof. The change was 
marked by a development of Communism, 
pure and simple, at the expense ot 
propagéndism. Incidentally, their leader, 
Savely Kapoustin, was invested with. 
extraordinary attributes, being regarded 
as a real incarnation of Christ, and 
allowed to claim for himself and his 
successors Divine honours. The repudia- 
tion of any earthly leader was exacted 
from his adherents, and a policy was 
initiated which had the definite effect of 
baffling and confusing casual inquirers 
into their beliefs. 

The practice of Communism enabled 
Kapoustin’s successors to accumulate 
considerable wealth, but a fatal error was 
made when the assassination of enemies 
was more or less tacitly sanctioned. The 
Russian Government was led to investi- 
gate certain charges, with the result that 
in 1841 the Doukhobors were banished 
from the ‘‘Milky Waters’’ to the West 
Mountains of Georgia in the Caucasus. 


AMONG THE HILL TRIBES. 


Such a violent convulsion would have 
shaken the courage and confidence of most 
people—but not the Doukhobors. They 
set about rebuilding their homes among 
the wild hill tribes, and succeeded so well 
that by 1887 their community numbered 
20,000. 

The introduction of conscription in 
Russia in that year was the beginning cf 
the end of their habitation in their home- 
Jand, As evidence of their determination 
not to use physical force against their 
fellow-men they burned their arms. To 
convince them of the error of their ways 
Cossack troops were turned loose among 
them. They were flogged with heavy 
whips. The Cossacks were quartered on 
their homes and were guilty of all kinds 
of excesses. Their settlements were 
finally broken up and dispersed, and ncn, 
women and children were reduced to the 
most desperate straits. When they were 
almost at the last extremity of despair— 
homeless, driven from pillar to post, and 
their leaders exiled to Siberia—Tolstoi 
and his friends, who are said to have been 
intentionally kept in ignorance of the 


theocratic claims of the Doukhobor chief, | 


intervened on their behalf, and in 1898 
secured permission that they should leave 
Russia. 

English and American philanthropists 
co-operated in the movement for their 
suecour, and, with the assistance of the 
Canadian Government, some 7,363 
members of the sect were in 1899 
established in Canada. The first body cf 
the emigrants to reach the Dominion 
received an extraordinary welcome. At 
the port of arrival they were greeted with 
a salute of artillery; and their railway 
journey has been described as a great 
triumphal procession. 


PECULIARITIES OF BELIEF. 


Securing land at Saskatchewan and -in 
British Columbia, their ignorance of the 
new conditions prevented the Doukhobors 
from formulating definite plans until three 


years later, when they were joinéd by . 


their leader, Piotr Veregin, on his libera- 
tion by the Russian Government after 
sixteen years’ exile. They proved to be 
hardy, industrions and thrifty settlers, but 
difficult to handle owing to the peculiarity 
of their views. The Doukhobors hold that 
no man and woman should continue to 
live together as man and wife unless they 
love and reverence each other. They have 
no sympathy with the ordinary methods 
of commerce. They hold that all men are 
equal, regard rank and power as un- 
natural and mere usurpation, and equally 
condemn all taxation, law courts, and 


police regulations. Before Veregin’s 
arrival they were in conflict with the 
authorities. Subsequently they refused to 
acknowledge any allegiance except to 
Veregin. In 1902 numbers of them 


became possessed with the idea that the 
second advent of Christ was imminent, 
and, discarding their clothing, wholly or 
in part, they set out to meet Him. Their 
desire, as they expressed it, was to appear 
before the Lord without any adventitious 
aids to any claim upon His consideration. 

The authorities had a good deal of 
difficulty in persuading them to turn back, 
and they were eseorted to their homes by 
the Royal North-West Mounted Police. 
When the first census after their arrival 
in Canada was taken they persistently 
refused to give the authorities any 
information. They seem to have got the 
notion that the Canadian Government 
sought to enrol them for military service. 
Great as was the deference which they 
paid to Veregin and his lieutenant, John 
Sherbinin, in the ordinary way, they 
obstinately declined to be advised by them 
in this instance. 

The Doukhobors, as a body, have con- 
sistently resisted all attempts at fusion 
with other sections of the community. An 
agitation to enforce the attendance of 
Doukhobor children at schools, in tommon 
wich native Canadian children, was 
countered by @ proposal to build their 
own schools, though they expressed their 
willingness to allow the education 
authorities to provide them with proper 
teachers. In spite of their general self- 
absorption and independence, they have 
not been able completely to exclude out- 
side influences, tent with disruptive 
consequences. From time to ‘ime 
individuals have broken away and started 
working on their own account.

A new generation has hailed the revival 
of roller skating as a welcome chanze 
from the multiplicity and perplexity of 
modern dances, and everywhere ballrooms 
are being turned into skating rinks.

Al Mechanical Letter Box. 


Colozne can boast of one of the latest 
mechanical devices for the convenience of 
of the public.

English Translations. 


An interesting feature of the present 
publishing season is the appearance of 
English translations of works written i1 
Gaelic within the last few years. Mr. F. 
Rt. Higgins, I notice, is cortributing an 
introduction to a translation of one of the 
most characteristic works of his friend, the 
late Padraic O Conaire.- This is coming 
from an Trish publishing house, and now 
an English publisher has broaght out an 
English er mace of a realistic novel by 
Mr. KE. Lysaght, originally published 
anonymously a couple of years ago or so, 
when it evoked a great deal of attention. 

The writing of fiction and verse may be 


said to run in Mr. Lysaght’s blood. His. 
father is Mr. S. R. Eysacht, a poet of 
some note, a novelist with « good many 


books to his credit, and something of an 
industrial magnate in England Mr. E. 
Lysaght himself published a novel of 
Irish life nine or ten years ago, and his 
poems have many admirers. Literature 
is not by any means his only love; for he 
has a well-deserved reputation as an agri- 
culturist of the modern type. and he has 
conducted an _ interesting co-operative 
experiment at his home at Raheen, near 
Seariff, Co. Clare. Mr. Lysaght has 
written pamphlets on social and economic 
questions and sat for a time in the Free 
State Senate. His novel. which is now 
translated into English, made something 
of a departure from the beaten track of 
contemporary Gaelic fiction .

We were the last to discard the snuff 
habit; imdeed, it lingers vet in the law 
courts, has found its wavy into the Dail. 


and Is common among the old crones of 
the tenements. These traces, however, are 
a survival of the old rather than of the 
renewing habit. No great taste is 
exhibited with us in our choice of boxes.

From Ovr ASTRONOMICAL CORRESPONDENT, 
THE PLANETS. 

Mercury is still a morning star in the 
early days of the month, and may be 


visible under favourable weather condi- 
tions in the E.S.E. sky about 6 a.m. 


| 


Venus also remains a moining star, but | 


she is approaching her Superio, Conjunc- 
tion, and slowly drawing nearer the Sun 's 
place. She rises at the end of the month 
nearly at the same hour as Mercury at the 
beginning. Mars is in Conjunction with 
the Sun on December órd, and will not be 
visible either this or next month He 
rises and sets very near the times of sun- 
rise ani sunset respectively, all the rest of 
the year. These three planets are, there- 
fore, practically all off the observer's list 
for the present. 

Jupiter is in Opposition on the same 
day when Mars is in Conjunction, and he 
is, therefore, at his most favourable posi- 
tion, for the observer this and next month. 
He is the only bright planet so situated, and 
it is, therefore, well for the telescopist that 
he presents numerous features of interest— 
perhaps, more than any other object 
within reach of moderate telescopes. He 
rises in the early evening soon after sun- 
set, and during the absence of the Moon. 
is the brightest object in the heavens. He 
has been moving retrograde, or westward, 
among the stars, since the 5th ot October, 
and is now near Aldebaran. His nearest 


approach to the star will be nearly at the | 


time of his Opposition, early in December. , 


The following satellite phenomena will 
occur within easy observing hours during 
the month. On the 2nd II. is eclipsed at 
5.52 p.m., and the shadow of [. is on the 
planet from 9.19 p.m. to 11.29. On the 
4th the shadow of I. passes off at 5.57 p.m. 
On the 9th II. is eclipsed at 8.26 p.m., 
and the shadow of I appears at 11.13 p.m. 
On the 10th I. is eclipsed at 8.24 p.m. 
On the 1llth the shadow of (I. 
passes off at 7.51 p.m. On the 16th the 
shadow of III. is on the planet from 6.58 
to 9.15 p.m. On the 17th I. is eclipsed at 
10.18 p.m. On the 18th the shadow of I. 
appears at 7.35, and that of II. passes off 
at 7.56; both shadows being visible for 21 
minutes. That of I. passes off at 9.45. 
On the 23rd the shadow of III. appears 
at 10.57 p.m. On the 25th two shadows 
are again visible together; that of II. 
appearing at 8.9 p.m., and tnat of I. at 
9.29. From 9.29 to 10.44 both will be seen. 
On the 27th the shadow of 1. passes off at 
6.8 p.m. 

Saturn sets so near the time of sunset 
that it is useless to look for him. Uranus

Sirius is low in 
and other first magnitude stars in the

Opposite him, the Pole in 
the N.W., are Lyra and Cygnus. 

The Pleiades make a fine obiect for a 
small telescope or a good pair of 
binoculars. The telescope must be smal! 
and the power low ; otherwise the group is 
spread too much and its brilliance diluted. 
\ pair of binoculars will also show much 
that is interesting in the region of Orion's 
Belt and of the Great Nebula. The three 
stars of the Belt are interlaced by a 
curious system of star streams and loops, 
which are just beyond the reach of the un- 
aided eye. The whole of Omo is full of 
marvels, of all degrees of visibility, from 
naked-eye objects to those which have re- 
quired long expostires on highly sensitive 
photographic plates to brin. them out. 
Among the latter is the extraordinary 
“ Horse’s Head Nebula,’’ which lies near 
the star Zeta, in the Eastern end of the 
Belt. This is a mass of black nebula, pro- 
jected sharply on a bright background of 
stars and nebulosity, like a thundercloud 
against a bright sky. These black nebule 
are, perhaps, the most extraordinary of 
the many extraordinary objects revealed 
by celestial photography. 


METEORS. 


The Leonid shower is due on the night 
of the 14th. Perhaps, it should rather be 
looked for on the 15th; for 1 has an 
advance of about a day in the Calendar 
for each of its periods of 35 years. The 
end of such a period is due in 1933. At 
the last, in 1899, as is well known, the 
meteors failed to turn up, not only in 
force, but at all, and the shower has been 
of minor importance since. Whether 1933 
will bring its splendour back again is 
problematical. The Andromedits are less 
regular in their date than the Leonids. 
They have been observed on various dates 
from the 17th to the 24th. A very remark- 
able shower of these oceurred in 1886. 
There has been no great one since.

EFFECT OF PROPOSED POOR 

RELIEF MEASURES. 


In moving the second reading of the Poor 
Relief (Dublin) Bill, 1929 

M MULCAHY, Minister for Local 
Government and Public Health, said that the 
Local Government (Temporary Provisions) 
Act, 1925, was passed to remedy the more 
serious defects in the existing law relating to 
the relief of the poor, and county schemes 
nvolving in a large measure a total: reform 
of the former Poor Law system were adopted 
throughout the Free State, with the excep- 
tion of the Poor Law area in Dublin Citv 
and County. This was because radical ad- 
ministrative changes were expected in that 
area as a result of the reports of the Greater 
Dublin Commission and the Poor Law Com- 
mission. 

Meanwhile, the question of the relief of 
the poor in the metropolitan area continued 
to present a special problem. Under Section 
Ten of the Act of 1923 restrictions on out- 
door relief in all the counties to which the 
Act applied were removed, with the result 
that home assistance might be given to per- 
sons other than those incapacitated by old 
age or illness, or to wigows and children— 
that was to say, to able-bodied persons out 
of employment. 

The absence of this power in Dublin City 
and County necessitated various temporary 
Relief grants of 
considerable amounts were made available 
during the greater portion of the period since 
ihe passing of the Act of 1923, and further 
large local contributions were made by the 
(ity Commissioners and to a lesser extent by 
the local authorities in Dublin County to 
supplement the relief. , 

ACTION BY THE SENATE. 

A Special Committee of the Senate was set 
up to consider the matter in June last, and 
they recommended that legislation should be 
passed without delay providing that, pending 
the adoption of a county scheme, the Poor 
Law Guardians in Dublin should em- 
powered to grant outdoor relief without the 
restrictions which were removed from the 
remainder of the country by the Act of 1923. 
\ bill was accordingly introduced in the Dail 
to this effect, but, as it was desirable that 
the views of the local authorities concerned 

uld be obtained, a conference was con- 

ned.

and Pembroke. It represented something 
equivalent to five shillings increase in the 
rates on those places. It would mean some- 
thing like an increase of thirty per cent. 
on the rates, and from that they would get 
some idea of the seriousness of the situation 
All were agreed that the destitute should be 
given assistance, but they should be careful 
that they ‘were not going to do other people 
a very considerable amount of harm by giving 
this assistance. 

MAY KILL INDUSTRIES. 

Ii was quite obvious that a number of 
struggling industries in the areas mentioned 
would be closed down by reason of this 
increased burden. It would also be the 
deviding factor against setting up other 
industries. The result would be that in their 
efforts to do good they would be adding to 
the unemployment list. 

Dublin should not be called upon to bear 
the burden of the unemployed coming from 
outside its own area. i the principle were 
extended to other counties in the Free State 
that each should bear the burden of its own 
nationals, then they would get over some of 
the diificulties that Dublin had been suffering 
under lí the principle was accepted the 
bill would need radical alteration, and he 
thought it should be amended so that the 
burden would be more fairly distributed. 

The clause requiring persons to have two 
vears’ residence in the city before qualifying 
for benefit should be extended to a longer 
period That people might come from the 
country and be about the city for two years 
and then become entitled to benefit for all 
time was unreasonable. He doubted if this 
was a sufficient remedy. Ii a little more 
attention civen to prevention, and a 
little less the cure, the money would be 
well spent. 

AGRICULTURE AFFECTED. 

On the economic side, this problem gravi- 
tated down to the one source. It became 
a burden on industry, and the only industry 
of importance which they had: was agricul- 
ture. That industry was not in a position 
to carry any further burdens, and in dealing 
with the problem he urged that this aspect 
should be kept before their minds. 

The destitute had not been negiected. As 
he saw it, the work of the societies which 
looked after these people would be infringed. 
He was not sure that the Government could 
discharge the work done by these societies 
Had ihe Minister had any com- 
munication from these societies, and had the 
question of overlapping of charities been 
considered’? He urged that attention should 
he given to the matter in order that indus- 
tries that were struggling should not be 
closed up, and also that those who had in 
mind the starting of fresh industries in the 
city should get a little more encouragement 
than they had got from Deputy O'Kelly. 

Mr. O’CONNELL (Lab., Mayo South) said 
that the bill as introduced by the Minister 
satished, in. the main, the idea which Mr. 
Johnson had in the bill which he had intro- 
duced in the Senate. If it was a serious 
matter for the ratepayer, that was because 
the problem was serious. What was Deputy 
Good’s suggested remedy? lis suggestion 
seemed to be that the destitute should starve. 
He did not agree that the expense of upkeep 
should be restricted to the county in 
which each person needing relief was 
horn. Where were they to draw the line? 
Why not have district or parish boundaries? 
There was a certain migration of people irom 
the country to Dublin. 
Mr. J. J. BYRNE (Govt., Dublin N.)—To 
displace Dublin people.

MR. DE VALERA’S ATTITUDE. 

Mr. DE VALERA (F.F., Clare) said that 
he regarded the bringing in of that bill as 
partly fulfilling the duty of the State. To 
allow these people to starve in their midst 
was inhuman and unChristian, no matter 
what the burden. They did not think, how- 
ever, that it was the way to deal with the 
major problem, They must accept it as an 
expedient, and as such his party would sup- 
port it. With regard to the burden itself, 
they thought it should be distributed. The 
Minister should have given some indication of 
the probable cost, which, he understood from 
the City Commissioners, would mean an in- 
crease of thirty per cent. on the present rates 
of the city. It was not right that Dublin 
should bear the whole of this. The expense 
should be borne by the community at large in 
the twenty-six counties. The State should 
assist the city in this matter. The exact 
proportion might be a matter for discussion. 
A considerable portion of the money which 
the State should give to assist Dublin could 
be got by taxes on luxuries and amusements. 

Mr. T. SHEEHY (Government, Cork W.) 
said that, instead of trying to improve the 
bill for the benefit of the poor, the Opposi- 
tion seized the opportunity of denouncing 
and attacking the Government. ‘The people 
who were, to a great extent, responsible for 
the unemployment and emigration were the 
Fianna Fail Party, whose policy was one of 
upsetting the State, and it was no wonder 
that young men and young women were 
despairing of the future. 

Mr. CORRY (F.F., Cork E.) said that 
when firms like Dobbin, Ogilvie, and Co. and 
Crosse and Blackwell left Cork and carried 
their business to Dublin, the unemployed 
followed, with a view to receiving employ- 
ment.

“TAX LUXURY MEALS!” 

Mr. MacENTEE (F.F., Dublin County) 
submitted that the best way, and the least 
injurious way, economically, of relieving the 
destitution, which wasteful and extravagant 
living had caused in the city, would be by 
taxing luxurious meals, which cost m many 
city restaurants as much as £1 per head.

for the prohibition of the importation of 
wheat by any person other than the Wheat 
Control Board or persons authorised by them ; 
(c) for the payment by the board to Free 
State millers of such sums as may be neees- 
sary to make good the difference between the 
price paid by the millers for home-grown 
wheat and its market value compared with 
Pacific wheats; (d) authorising the Minister 
for Finance to subscribe to the capital of the 
company and to make good any in- 
curred by the company in the administration 
of the scheme; and (e) permitting the impor 
tation of flour only under licence issued by 
the board. 

They had been asked, said Dr. Ryan, why 
they had chosen wheat for control.

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MR. HOGAN’S COMMENTS.

COMPENSATION FOR NORTH. 

President COSGRAVE, replying to Mr. 
FRANK AIKEN (F.F., Louth) said that the 
Minister for Finance was prepared to con- 
sider applications for compensation lodged in

GERMAN INTEREST 
IN IRELAND. 


INTERVIEW WITH 
MR. BINCHY.

BERLIN, Wednesday. 

The interest which Germany is displaying 
at present in Ireland is reflected in the 
amount of space devoted in. the Berlin Press 
to all matters relating to Ireland—political, 
economic and literary The Boersen Cuurier, 
one of Berlin’s most. influential organs, has 
published a lengthy interview with the new 
Irish Free State Minister. 

“Mr. Binchy,” the journal remarks, is 
the youngest Minister Plenipotentiary in the 
Diplomatic Corps. He has just celebrated 
his thirueth birthday in Berlin. Indeed, the 
young Irish Free State generally, in its poli- 
tical life, emrusts leading positions to youth, 
as has also keen shown in Geneva. Mr. 
Binchy, who speaks fluent German, does not 
regard himself as a stranger in Germany. 
Having started his academic studies at the 
age of sixteen, he took his doctorate at the 
University of Munich, and is regarded as an 
outstanding jurist and economist, 

“The new Minister, slender and middle- 
sized in appearance, with young energetic 
head, thick brown har, and sharp grey eyes 
which look out from behind a _hectagonal 
pince-nez, displa;s the type of the intellec- 
tual who, in his behaviour, seeks to empha- 
sise the réle of a simple citizen. The pipe 
seems to be for him, as for the Englishman, 
an indispensable companion. Economically- 
minded Ireland is not inclined to imitate the

| rather feolish example of other countries, and 


to endow its missioner abroad with costly 
paraphernalia. Mr. Binchy and his Secretary

Ireland has no accumu- 
lation of public debt to hinder its develop- 
ment. Ireland’s credit stands high in the 
money market. It can borrow on advan- 
tageous terms all the money which it requires 
for financing any new economic undertaking. 

‘It has not been found necessary in 
Ireland to impose a general tariff as a 
measure of protection against the goods im- 
norted from other countries. However, any 
industry has the right to apply for a tariff 
Only when it can 
prove that no serious increase in the cost of 
living is likely to follow has it a good 
prospect of obtaining this tariff.’’

Men and Acres. 


The Auditor of the College Historical 
Society chose a fitting subject for his 
address last night at the opening of the 
Society’s one hundred and sixtieth session. 
His theme was the depopulation of 
Ireland. When Edmund Burke foundel 
the Historical Society the  popula- 
tion of Ireland was, perhaps, slightly 
larger than it is to-day, and it was in- 


creasing. There was poverty in the land 
and there was discontent, bus there was 
no despair. To-day the population is 
dwindling fast. As Mr. McKenna said, 
six million souls have ben swept 
from. the country within eighty years, 
and most of them have gone to 
populate the low quarters of the 
American cities. The Irish race has 
abandoned the ancestral soil, not for 
El Dorado, but: for Hoboken and the 
Bowery. Still the drain continues, and 
forty thousand young men and women, 
whom Ireland has bred, fed and educated, 
go overseas every year, never to return or 
to do more for their mother country than 
to send home American drafts at Christmas 
time and the fare-money for the next 
generation’s flight. Save France, Ireland 
has the highest known rate in decrease 
of population. Eighty per cent. of her 
emigrants go from the rural districts. The 
cost to Ireiand of able-bodied workers—- 
and the immigration provisions of the 
United States of America see to it that 
the pick of the Irish countryside alone is 
welcomed to the New World—is estimated 
to represent an annual loss in mone} 
terms of £20,000,000. 

Opinions differ concerning the aims, 
intellectual and material, which the 
people of Ireland, acting through their 
Governments, ought to pursue. Opinions 
differ concerning the wisdom of many 
economic measures which are the law ol 
the land: There can be no difference of 
opinion, however, concerning the gravity 
of a state of affairs in which a fruitful 
soil is degenerating into a wilderness. 


None can rejoice at the prospect of racial 


| extinction which seems to lie before the 


Irish people. On the most salfish scores 
alone, depopulation is a disaster in which 
all are involved, since for citizens of all 
classes the dwindling of the people means 


poorer days. In new countries the 


humblest place of business, by viitue of the | 


greater throng of folk which daily. passes 
its doors, is on the rising tide. In Ire- 
land every humble shop is passed by fewer 
possible customers every vear. ‘This simple 
example must be multiplied many 
thousand times if a notion is to be gained 
of the economic depression that is the in- 
evitable consequence of dec!ining popula- 
tion. In every street, in every village, in 
every townland, there is an absence of 
hope and of the enterprise that springs 
from hope. Young people of talent and 
energy look for careers in progressive 
lands, where their gifts will enjoy full 
scope. Who shall blame them? For those 
who remain at home, however this decline 
spells cramped opportunity and illiberal 
life. 

We agree with those speakers in 
last nights discussion who argued 


that some emigration from Ireland 


Í always must be necessary, nnd that 


it is well for Irish genius and 
for Ireland's fame that many of the 
country’s clever .sons shall: find careers 
in other Jands. The reduction of emigra- 
tion to a normal proportion well may 
engage the pains of all men of influence— 
intellectual, political or economic. Ar. 
McKenna rightly pointed to agriculture as 
the mainstay of the Irish population, and 
justly observed ,that .the. increasing .im- 
portation of foodstuffs into a food-pro- 
ducing land demgnstrated an unhealthy 
economic system. His proposals for the 
reform of Irish agriculture were, perhaps, 
somewhat impracticable, as when he sug- 
gested that peasants should be forbidden to 
sell land; for adscripts of the soil would 
net make progressive farmers. Hise appeal 
for a higher organisation of agricultural 
life, however, was that which all sound 
counsellors of the farming community have 
made ever since the agricultural co-opera- 
tive movement was begun in the ‘nineties. 
The failure hitherto of the country folk 
to respond to that appeal must be assigned 
to spiritual causes. Lack of faith in the 
country’s future, lack of desire to stay 
upon the land and to build up an agricul- 
tural economy—these are the causes of 
a backward farming industry. In vain 
will men be exhorted to organise for 
prosperity in their own country when the 
eyes of their envy are set upon the cities of 
other lands. When the people recover 


faith in themselves and respect for their 


fathers’ calling they will become amenable 


to measures of perseverance and wise 


organisation that will enable them to 


thrive upon the soil as happily as French- 
men, Belgians and Danes.

The Rathmines Contract. 

In Dáil Eireann last night the Free 
State’s Minister for Local Government 
broke his silence concerning the Rath- 
mines contract. Tenders for the asphalt- 
ing. of Rathgar road with mastic -.were 
invited by the Rathmines Urban Council. 
It accepted that of Messrs. Grainger, of 
Belfast, which was the lowest tender by 
the substantial margin of fifteen hundred 
pounds. Messrs. Grainger professed 
experience in the process of mastic 
asphalting ; they offered a banker’s guar- 
antee for their financial competence to 
the extent of £50,000, and they undertook 
to keep the road in repair for a period 
of ten years. Mr. Mulcahy not only 
refused to sanction the acceptance of 
Messrs. Grainger’s tender, but threatened 
to withdraw a Road Fund grant of £2,900 
unless the contract were given elsewhere. 
Since he condesecended no adequate 
explanation of his drastic veto, public 
curiosity exercised itself in various direc- 


—— 


journal, in its comments on the subject, 
has charged the Ministry with “ finaneta! 
corruption and political discrimination.” 
As our readers are aware, we did nothing 
of the sort.’ If we had charged the 
Ministry with ‘‘ financial corruption,’’ we 
should have heard from its lawyers long 
ago. Concerning “ political diserimina- 
tion,” we made no charge, but we asked 
a question. In the absence of any rational 
explanation from the Ministry, we asked 
whether Messrs. Grainger had been 
boycotted because they were a Northern 
firm, and whether, in that event, such 
boycott was approved by the Fice State 
Government. Mr. Muleahy's belated 
reply answers our question strongly in 
the negative. He says that his Ministry 
practises no policy of boycott and he 


declares that Messrs. Grainger were 


rejected solely, on their merits—or 
demerits—as road contractors. In effeet 
Mr. Mulcahy’s defence lies in a slashing 
attack upon the firm. He says that his 
Department’s relations with it have been, 
on the whole, “ very unsatisfactory,’’ and 
that, more than any similar firm, it has 
been a cause of difficulties. He cites 
cases where, as he alleyves on the evidence 
of county surveyors in the Free State, 
Messrs. Grainger’s work has been of an 
inferior kind. He suggests that the firm’s 
general reputation as a public contractor 
in the Free State is not good. He suggests 
also that its alleged lack of experienc 
in the laying of mastic asphalt would 
have made its tender costly for the rate- 
payers of Rathmines. When Mr. Muleahy 
sat down the House rose, and, for the 


moment. his charges remain unanswered.

Grainger will answer them without delay, 
and till. then our readers will suspend 
judgment.

The Mary Rose. 


Of the many who have deserved fame 
only a few are famous. In order to 
commemorate those who have fought and 
died in the Royal Navy since it 
was founded by King. Athelstan an 
interesting gift will be made on 
November 7th to the Bishop and Provost 
of Portsmouth Cathedral. “This gift 
will be a model of the ship Mary Rose, 
the fourth of her name, with. which 
Admiral Sir John Kempthorne fought and 
defeated seven Algerine pirates off Cadiz 
on December 29th, 1559. The model has 
heen carved out of a piece of wood sent 
from Australia by Mr. Clements Langford, 
a native of Portsmouth, and will embody 
a piece of the first Mary Rose which sanx 


off Southsea Castle in the reign of 


Henry SEA The second Mary Rose 
fought against the Spanish Armada, while 
the third was wrecked off Flanders in 
1650. During the Grest War the fifth 
Mary Rose, a torpedo-boat destroyer, made 
a gallant attempt to emulate the original 
of the model. While she was convoying 
nine Scandinavian merchant :‘ips in the 
North Sea she was attacked, on October 
17th, 1917, by ‘‘ two very fast and heavily 
armed German raiders,’’ and immediately 
gave battle. At 7.15 a.m. she sank with 
her colours flying, the worthv bearer of 
an honourable name. In view of this far- 
flung history no more suii:ble ship could 
have been chosen as the original of the 
model than the most famous Mary Rose, 
nor. indeed. has any church a closer con- 
nection with the R-val Navv than the 
Cathedral Church of St. Thomas at Ports- 
mouth. Built in honour of St. Thomas a 
Becket on land given in 1190 by John de 
Gisors, it was the church at which every 
naval officer had to make his Communion 
before he joined his ship from the passing 
of the Test Act in 1675 to its repeal in 
1828. The sermon at the presentation 
Service will be preached by John Kemp- 
thorne, Bishop of Lichfield, who is a 
descendant of the commander of Mary 


Rose LY. 


“ Safety First.”’ 


We are glad to learn that serions 
notice is being taken at last of the 
growing number of road accidents in 
Dublin. A meeting was held last night 
under the auspices of the Irish Motorists’ 
Union, and a committee was formed to 
organise a ‘‘Safety First’’ movement in 
the city. A public meeting will be held 
at an early date, and the organisers of 


the movement hope that it will spread to 


every part of the Free State. It is high 
time that the members of the motoring 
community should take steps to protect 
their own interests. The number of 
serious, and even fatal, accidents is 
increasing at an alarming rate. Nearly 
every day we report cases of mishaps on 
the roads and streets which with ordi- 
nary care, might have been avoided, and, 
although the motorist generally is 
blamed, he is by no means always at 
fault. Dublin’s pedestrians have been 
very slow to accustom themselves to the 
new condition of affairs. Many of them 
still behave as if they were living in the 
leisured days of horse-drawn traffic. They 
step carelessly off the footpaths; they 
cross the streets with reckless disdain of 
motor cars and omnibuses, and very often, 
by their hesitation in emergencies, are 
the direct cause of accidents. If the 
Dublin motorists as a body try to educate 
not only themselves, but also the general 
public, in respect of the proper use of 
streets and roads, they will be doing a 
service to the community. No laws can 
prevent accidents; but, if motorists and 
pedestrians alike take reasonable precau- 
tions, the toll of the roads can be reduced 
substantially. Dublin suffers particularly 
from the carelessness of pedal cyclists, 
who abound in the city and seem to 
follow no rule of the road. A well-known 
Recorder once referred to them as “ silent 
snakes’’ of the streets, and any move- 
ment towards greater safety must include 
them in its scope.

_ BOUNTY-FED WHEAT. 

This was the first day for many months 
that private members could e-l] their own 
and Sir E. Lliffe, the Conservative member 
for Tamworth. who was fortunate in 
securing the first place in the ballot. 
raised the question of the dumping of, 
German bounty-fed wheat and other cereals 
in this country, to the detriment of the 
British farmer. In moving a resolution 
calline upon the Government to take 
immediate steps to counteract the in. 
jurious effect of dumping on the home 
agriculturist. he suggested that the appro- 
vbriate remedy was to nlace a duty on 
imported cereals. excent those coming from 
parts of the British Empire, or to subsi- 


dise the growing of these particular cereals - 


in this country. 

: The motion was seconded bv Sir Douglas 
Newton. who reminded the Government of 
the manifesto issued by the Labour Party 
at the last general election to the effect 
that farming must be made to: pay, and a 
fair price must be secured to the farmer 
for his wroducts. 

Mr. Noel Buxton, Minisier of Agri- 
culture, said the motion micht verv well 
be put in the form of a question: ‘‘ When 
Is protection to be given to the British 
farmer?” Well, that question had been 
frequently addressed to the late Govern. 
ment in vain, and it was not to be ex- 
pected that the present Government would 
do otherwise than refuse to consider a 
policy of that kind. Thev were not behind 
hand in holding agriculture to be of the 
most vital importance to the country. and 
they had a policy which thev believed 
would save it. 

A Conservative member interiupted to 
ask where that. policv was to be found.

The Government had 
saved its: face at the expense of the 
starving poor. They had announced that 
everything was rosy and prospering, and 
that the country had turned the corner 
so often that they do not know how many 
they have turned or where 
they have got to. Even if they 
had been left to the tender mercies of 
the old Municipal Council and Guardians, 
the poor would not have suffered to the 
extent that they have in the last five years. 


PAYING THROUGH THE NOSE. 

Now the citizens of Dublin were ‘‘ going 
to pay, and pay through the nos, for the 
way in which the Commissioners have 
saved the ratepayers’ pockets,’’ at the ex 
pense of the poor. More than five shillings 
in the pound would have to be added to 
the rates, ‘‘ and what the citizers will sav 
when they vet this demand “I do not 
know.”

The clerks in every brokerage house this 
week have been working until three and 
four o'clock in the morning in an en- 
deavour to catch up with arrears piled up 
by the enormous volume of transactions. 


35,000,000,000 DOLLARS LOSS. 

The announcement has come as a 
surprise, especially as the papers this 
morning were full of the opinions of 
business executives urging the purchase of 
stocks at what they profess to consider as 
rock-bottom prices. Of course, it is ad- 
mitted that recovery will take time, and 
that rallies will be followed by fresh 
declines.

Brokers indicated that the 
forced liquidation resulting from yester- 
day’s collapse was virtually over, and that 
the market was now retrieving some of the 
tremendous losses of the last few days. 

Telephone. and Telegraph led 
the advance to-day, and soared 26 points 
Brokerage houses were thronged with 
customers ordering the cancellation of 
selling orders. 


CONFIDENCE IN THE FUTURE. 

Although few dealers are willing 
venture an opinion that the Stock market 
struck rock bottom, financial and 
leaders of the country express 
with business prospects, and 
are fairly confident that the hysteria 
which thrice in.one week has demoralised 
the market is waning. The general belie!

“ DOMINION STATUS.” 

The Parliamentary Correspondent of The 
Times to-day writes :—The statement which 
the Viceroy, according to a time-table long 
prearranged, is to make in India this morn- 
ing is likely to dispose of a good deal of 
false rumour. Ever since the begmning of 
October it has been persistently stated in 
certain newspapers, and to a far greater 
extent in what are known as political circies, 
that the present Government had in conten 
plation some new departure of policy in 
Indian Constitutional reform.

from India show that they have had a 
serious effect in arousing expectations which 
cannot possibly be fulfilled. It may be taken 
for granted that Lord Irwin's speech, which 
will, in effect, be a proclamation to India of 
the Simon-MacDonald correspondence, will 
not prejudice in any way the report of the 
Statutory Commission, or give the slightest 
hint of the conclusions which, after many 
preliminary stages, may be formed upon it 
by the Government as to the next stage m 
Indian constitutiona! progress. That he may 
take the oceasion to re-state the ultimate 
purpose of British policy in India is likely 
enough, and ne doubt it this prospect 
which has been misrepresented as foreshadow- 
ing the immediate grant of ‘* Dominion 
status.”

iessrs. Grainger cannot complain if their 
interests or reputation were injured by what 
I have to say, because from July of this vear 
vutil the winding up of this matter they 
could have given a straight answer to the 
question asked them—if they had! ever done 
a mastic asphalte job. The Engineer of 
Rat’ ~ines Urban Council had been in close 
touch with the Department, and the mem- 
bers of the Rathmines Urhan Council could 
have. had all the information they wanted 
from the Department at the Custom House.

The Minister went on to say that their ex. 
perience of Messrs. Grainger had been very 
unsatisfactory.. During the last four or five 
vears they. bad more. difficulties with Messrs. 
Grainger than with any other contractors. He 
quoted letters from the Dublin County Sur- 
veyor complaining of work that was being 
done by Mags, Grainger. 

FIRM'’S PREVIOUS CONTRACTS. 

The Minister referred to contracts which 
Messrs. Grainger Bros. heid for asphalting 
at Longford, Kilkenny and Ballina, and said 
that the County Surveyors of those districts 
were not satisfied with the way the work had 
heen carried out. With regard to the contract 
at Ballina the work, in the opinion of a 
Government engineer, was generally unsatis- 
factory. At the time the contract was ac- 
cepted at 5s. 8d. per yard another firm 
tendered at 3s. 4d. a yard more, and he was 
sure a very great mistake had been made in 
not accepting the tender.

Their tender was 
the lowest, but thes engineer-in-chief ad 
vised the Council that they should not 
accept the lowest tender, because of the 
Department's experience of Messrs. Grainner s 
work. That was.in The Wexford 
County Council aecepted. the next tender. 

IN THE SIX GOUNTIES. 

He would ask the type of mind that one 
expected at this side of the Border to ask 
what was the experiéfice of this firm in the 
Six Counties. e would ask why, diiring 
1928, the Down County Council invited 
tenders for 22,000 yards of mastic asphalt. 
and when the lowest pricés was submitted 
by Messrs. .Grainger—viz., 8s.

VICEROY TO ISSUE A 
PROCLAMATION.

NEW DELHI, Wednesday. 

It is evident that Lord Irwin, the 
Viceroy. will issue a Pro¢lamation on the 
1st of November on the goal of Dominion 
status, and summoning a Conference in 
London to discuss future. constitutional 
development. 

Leading Indian politicians who have 
already been informed of the purport of 
the declaration have received it well, and 
uppreciate the efforts of the Viceroy and 
the British Government to get a perma- 
nent settlement of the Indian political 
problem. 

Political leaders of the advanced 
sections meet in Delhi on November 1 to 
discuss the Viceroy’s Proclamation and 
take a tentative decision which will be 
subject to the confirmation of their 
respective political organisations. 

Mr. Gandhi, who is at Meerut, is 
understood to welcome it, and to be of the 
opinion that, provided the personnel ot 
the Conference is satisfactory, and its 
time-table conveniént to all concerned, 
the prospective proclamation would merit 
the serious consideration of all thinking 
people. 


WOMEN’S PLACE IN 
THE CHURCH. 


That there is work in all walks of life 
which can be better performed by women 
than men was stated yesterday afternoon by 
the Primate, the Most Rev. Dr. D'Arcy, at 
the annual meeting of the Church of Ireland 
Women’s Settlement m Belfast: Referring 
to the work of the Settlement, he said that 
it was an essential part of the Church, It 
had heen realised from the beginning, and 
was even mentioned in the gospels, that 
women had their own share of the work ol 
the Christian Church. The time had come 
when they should organise activities of this 
kind. 

The Bishop of Down and Connor and 
Dromore (the Right Rev. Dr. Grierson), who 
presided, also referred in eulogistic terms to 
‘the work of the settlement.

marked, in reference to the request for a ten 
years’ guarantee, that they would not 
‘quarantee that a road would stand up to that 
specification. 

On the árd October, Messrs. Grainger wrote 
to the Council stating that they had within 
the past month laid some mastic asphalt on 
one of the important streets of Belfast, and 
that was the first documentary evidence they 
had from Messrs. Grainger. They had asked 
for some such evidence on the 4th July, and 
the evidence turned up on the 3rd October. 

The Ministry were not prepared to take the 
statement, or even the fact, that mastic 
asphalt was laid by a firm a month ago in 
Belfast, as showing that the firm had 
sufficient experience to warrant the carrying 
out of a big work here. They had to judge 
a firm on its merits and its reputation, and 
on their experience of Messrs. Grainger the 
Department were not prepared to entrust the 
carrying out of work like that to them here. 

“ EVIDENCE NOT PRODUCED.” 

The Minister insisted that evidence had 
not. been produced that this firm had laid 
mastic asphalt, while they had a background 
of unsatisfactory work on Messrs. Grainger’s 
part, and it was in the light of these facts 
that they had refused to approve of the Rath: 
mines Council giving the contract to them. 

The Rathmines Council decided by resolu- 
tion to give the contract to Messrs. Grainger 
on the advice of their expert advisers, but 
the fact was that some mentality in Rath- 
mines had completely overawed and sub- 
merged the Council’s technical adviser, and 
he was not in a position to give plain and 
straight technical advice to them. 

The Council had put a. telescope to. their 
blind eye, and vet were able to see wonderful, 
competent firms laying mastie asphalt 
for miles around. They had passed 
a resolution, and the man who had 
proposed that resolution accepting the tender 
was a person who had not been at a single 
meeting of the Counci! since last December, 
and the meeting was held on the 23rd 
October last.

From OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT, 
CORK, Wednesday. 

At a meeting of the Synod of the United 
Dioceses of Cork, Cloyne arid Ross held here 
to-day, a scheme for the amalgamation of 
the three diocesan finance schemes was 
udopted. The total sum involved in this 
decision amounts to more than half a million 
pounds sterling, and the alteration in. the 
previous arrangements’ was necéssary owing 
to certain illegalities in the. administration 
of the Gumbleton bequest to the clergymen 
of the diocese. The camtal of this fund 
alone amounts to £86,850, which. on the 
death of. an annuitant will be increased by 
a further £6,000. 

Three sugge.ted schemes were submitted to 
the Synod by the Diocesan Council, and 
under the one that was adopted nineteen 
perishes have had their: assessment increased 
iv £155, while fifty-eight benefit to the ex- 
tent, of £421: 

it was to enable the Council to complete 
their investigation into this question that the 
Synod had been postponed: from June las: 
until to-day, and the importance” of: ‘the 
matter was, reflected in the unusually large 
attendance of clergy and laity. 

The Bishop of Cork, Cloyne and Ross 
(aight Rev. Dr. Dowse) took the chair, znd 
neminated as his assessor Mr. H. Cole 
Bowen, the hon. secretaries to‘ the Synod 
heing the Archdeacon of Cork, the Arch- 
deacon of Clyone, Mr. Richard Williams and 
Mr. John H. Bennett. 

PRESIDENT’S STATEMENT. 

The Bishop, in the course of his address, 
said that during the year the work of tne 
Church had been carried ap quietly and effi- 
ciently, and they tharkfplly acknowledged 
the spirit of unity and co-operation which 
existed between the clergy and laity in the 
work of the various parishes, and also in con- 
nection with the wider activities of the 
Church. An important matter was submitted 
by the Synód last year to the Council in con- 
nection with the anxiliary assessment and the 
Gumbleton scheme, on which he had sought 
the aid of Mr. Henry C. Bowen since the 
question involved was a legal one. As always 
that aid had heen forthcoming, and he wished 
once again to express his deep indebtedness 
to him, In this case Mr. Bowen’s opinion, 


| as set out in the Council 's report, was that 


the Gumbleton scheme was not in strict ac- 
cordance with legal opinion, and that it was 
his lordship’s duty to incorporate the income 
of the Gumbleton bequest with the Sustenta- 
tion Fund of the diocese. This he had done, 
and in consequence the Council had evolved 
and submitted to them that day another 
scheme dealing with the Stipend Fund, aug- 
rhented by the income of the Gumbletor 
bequest. 

He paid a tribute to the work of the Rev. 
Chancellor Hearn, and to the manner in 
which he had thought out the scheme, and 
presented it to the Council. 

“The Council, too, have given it most 
earnest cohsideration,’’ added Dr. Dowse, 
‘‘and I trust that the Synod will give .ts 
approval to-day.’ 

THE CHURCH IN COUNTY CORK. 

Proceeding, be said—During the year we 
have had before us the official return of the 
number of Church people in the County o! 
Cork, which we may regard as the number 
within the united diocese. That return 
shows a serious decrease, but this does 
not surprise us, nor do I think that 
it should cause undue depression. Our lack 
of great Rumbers is compensated for by the 
character and moral worth of our people, and 
we thankfully acknowledge the position thaí 
they hold. to-day in their various parishes. 
They are doing their duty earnestly, and are 
well respected,, not alone by members of our 
own congregations, but by members outside 
our borders. We have nothing to fear while 
we maintain a character for uprightness, a 
character for fair dealing and straightforward 
conduct. We may well be proud of the 
loyalty ef our people to their Church, and if 
we seek for proof one is supplied to us im 
the liberal mafiner in whis8 they ‘support 
their Ministry. a liberality which to many 
must mean self-sacrifice and self-denial. 

Last year the assessments paid in 
amounted to more than £8,000, which means 
that evéry man, woman and child in the 
diocese paid on an average ten shillings pet 
nead towards this one fund, and when we re 
meniber further that the upkeep of our Church 
buildings and many expenses connected with 
our services have also to be borne by them, 
and that, in addition, they undertake the 
support of many s0otieties at home and 
abroad, we can form such an estimate of the 
lovalty and devotion of our people to their 
Church that there is no place for despondency 
or despair, but only for hopeful confidence, as 
we regard the future. But while this is the 
case, we cannot but feel that our numerical 
position in this country emphasises the neces- 
sity in our own diocese and throughout the 
whole Church of Ireland of a closer union 
between all members of the Chureh of God. 
And this necessity is being felt, not. only by 
ourselves, but by the whole world, both in 
Chureh and State The nations of the world 
ire feeling that if progress 1s to be made, it 
can only 3 made by a closer unity. 

Speaking on the subject of réunión, the 
Bishop asked on its behalf. their most earnest 
prayers. 

LOSSES BY DEATH. 

The Bishop also made touching reference 
to the loss sustained by the diocese during 
the year threnghl the deaths of Canon Ford, 
Rector of Lislee; Mr. G. W. Biggs, Bantry; 
Captain William Nicholson, Rathcoeney ; .My. 
Penrose’ Hawkes, Athnowen; Mr. S. H. 
Milner, St. Anne’s, Shandon, Cork: Mr. 
Tolerton, St. Fin-Barre’s Cathedral; Mr. N. 
Seymour, Queenstown; and Mr. William Bag. 
well, Midleton. 

SCHOOL CHILDREN IN RURAL AREAS. 

The Rev. Canon Beattv, in moving the 
adoption of the report of the Diocesan Board 
of Education, raised the question of transport 
for children in outlying districts to the 
nearest National school, which in manv cases 
was some distance away. The tax of £5 per 
seat on motor omnibuses in the Free State 
created a very difficult situation, and the 
Board could hardly bear a further burden, 
amounting in some instances to £70 per year, 
on their present resources. He hoped that 
the Minister for Education would see his 
way to reduce the amount in this case of 
transport fer schoo! children, or that an in- 
creased grant could be provided to meet the 
charge. 

Canon Beatty added that he would like to 
see Church history given greater prominence 
in their religious teachings, so that. their 
young people might see the rights of their 
claim to be the old Irish Church as founded

CHURCH HISTORY. 


The Archdeacon of Cloyne said that Church 
history did not figure in their religious pro- 
grammes. It was tanght under the secular 
business of their schools, but taught wrongly; 
for in the text books views were put forward 
of the Reformation and the position of their 
Church that were absolutely false. 

1 have tried hard te find a history 
which I can safely put in the hands of my own 
children,’’ he added; “ but I have only suc- 
veeded in getting one in which the Reforma. 
tion was virtually ignored. That is “not 
sufficient. for we should not only keep our 
children free from perverted ideas of history, 
but should keep them informed of the true 
sition of our Church in history.” (Hear, 
ear. } : 

Mr. Williams suid that he trusted that 
there was no suggestion of replacing Old 
Testament study by the Church Party.

BROADCASTING 
DEVELOPMENTS. 


RADLO EXPERTS VIEWS.

Captain P. P.. Eckersley, late chief engineer 


|. of. the British. Broadcasting Corporation, 


lectured last night on ‘*Modern Radio De- 
véelopments,’’ to members of the Wireless 
Society .of Ireland, in the Engineers’ Hall, 
Dwvblin. 

Ife said that, in broadcasting, matters 
should be arranged so that everyone could 
hear the programmes without a background 
noise. The only way of eliminating the noise 
was by increasing the strength of the signals 
from the stations, Broadcasting over wide 
areas pf short wave-lengths was successful, 
because on these wave-lengths the interfering 


Pnoises were negligible compared with the 


strength of the signals. 
LIMITED NUMBER OF WAVE-LENGTHS. 
The. scientific way of ‘‘covering - the 
countty with broadcasting was by operating a 
large number of low power stations. It was 
in that way they started broadcasting in 
England, but now, as a result of an inter- 
national arrangement, the length of the wire- 
less waves which they 
limited. It was agreed at the Washington 
conference, which he attended, that there 
should be only one hundred broadcasting 
stations in Europe with different wave- 
lengths. - England was allotted ten and the 
Free State two. It was hoped that by 
this arrangement everyone in kurope would 
be within the range of a wireless station, 
while at the same time there would be no 
interference by any station with the pro- 
grammes of another. The wireless waves 
utilised by ships weré more suitable for 
land stations and vice versa. 
“A vote -of thanks was passed to the 
lecturer on the motion of Mr. T. J. Monaghan, 
seconded by Mr. W. A. Beatty, and 
supported by Mr. W. C, McWhinney, Chief 
Examiner of Patents, and Mr. M. J. Buckley, 
President of the Institution of Civil 


Engineers. 
IRISH INVENTIONS. 

Commandant J. Smyth, who presided, said 
that, as officer commanding the Army Signal 
Corps, he would have much to do with the 
recruiting of volunteers, and was sure that 
a knowledge of wireless would be very valu- 
able. Few of those present, perhaps, knew 
that the induction coil used by Marconi on 
ships. in the initial stages of wireless was 
the invention of Father Callan of May- 
nooth College. Another invention little 
known was that of the late Mr.- Macnamara, 
of the Dublin Wireless Club, who succeeded 
in photographing wireless signals, i. 

When a high-power station was operating 
in the country large numbers of people who 
could not afford the price of valve sets 
would be able to hear the programmes on 
crystal sets, It might be profitable to the 
trade, he added, to pay more attention to 
the, crystal sets.

PROBLEMS TO BE FACED. 


Representatives of the wireless trade were 
entertained to luncheon by the Marconi 
(Ireland), Ltd., Company at the Dolphin 
Hotel, Dublin, yesterday, to enable them to 
meet Captain Eckersley, former chief engi- 
neer of the B.B.C., and new on the staff 
of the Marconiphone Company. 

After the luncheon, at which Mr. F. T. 
Clark, Irish manager of Marconi, Ltd., pre- 
sided, 

Captain Eckersley said that he was i» 
Ireland to discover what were the difficulties 
in marketing a really first-class receiving set 
here. They should concentrate on the point 
that what the public wanted was a good set 
that would receive a good programme well. 
The radio fiend, whose ideal was a set that 
would receive noise from the greatest dis- 
tance with the minimum number 
of val ves was in the minority, 
and could be ignored. They should tell the 
public that they had available at a reason- 
able price a set that wouid receive their 
local station and four or five European 
stations, particularly the long-wave sta‘ions, 
aicl receive them perfectly. here were cver- 
tain problems to be faced and overcome. The 
first was the problem presented by the aerial 
and earth set compared with the portable set. 
The former gave better results, but many 
people were frightened about installing them, 
particularly dwellers in flats. Next they had 
to solve the question of volume control. . Tig 
safe principle was that the reception should 
be as loud as the original. That meant that 
they would have to have an apparatus which 
would step down the volume rapidly, so that 
an announcer would not sound as loud as 4 
crescendo movement in a symphony orchestra. 

Dr. Lorcan G. Sherlock, -propesing a” vote 
of thanks to Captaim Eckersley, referred to 
the fact that eight months ago the Marconi 
Con,pany sold its interest in Marconiphones 
to the Gramophone Company, and in the 
future the Marconiphone Company would be 
controlled by that stupendous and ever su 
cessful organisation of the Gramophone Com- 
pany. “We had no doubt that they would

EVOLUTION OF 
VALVE.

A BROADCAST TALK. 
_ Mr. Donisthorpe, of the General 
Company, who Is visiting the Radio Exhibi- 
lion, took the opportunity to deliver a short 
talk from 2RN last night. “He described 
the evolution of the wireless valve from its 
infancy to the present day. “' As far back as 
1884 the world-famous inventor, Edison. 
found certain phenomena in experimenting 
with his electric lamp which showed: the 
possihilities of the wireless valve. Edison 
ound in his ear! experiments with 
his carbon filament. electric lamp, 
that the bulb became blackened, and also in 
the same plane as the filament, and on one 
side of the bulb, there was a straight line, 
or shadow of the filament, which ‘was not 
blackened. It was later shown that this was 
due to the fact that the filament was shoot- 
ing off hundreds of small particles of carbon 
(which we now know te be associated with 
electrons), and that the positive limb of the 
filament intercepted these electrons and pro- 
duced the aforementioned shadow, 

“ Professor Fleming,” said Mr. Donis- 
thorpe, '' made use of this fact, and encircled 
the filament with a cylinder of metal, which 
was insulated from the filament, and which 
was externally connected with a sensitive 
instrument, which was capable of measuring 
the minutest electrical current, and found 
that when the lamp was in ineandescence a 
current flowed through the circuit. This valve 
was used in the early days of wireless tele- 
graphy as a detector. 

“ De Forest, of America, went a step 
further, and introduced what we know to-day 
as the grid—a spiral formation—between this 
filament and the cylinder.. This valve was 
used for amplifying as weil as detecting 
wireless signals. This De Forest valve was 
the forerunner of the present valve, which 
is now so widely used by the general public 
for hroadeast reception. 

“During the Great War many hundreds 
of these simple three-electrode valves were 
made at the Osram Lamp Works, Hammer- 
smith, and from that day very marked steps 
of progress have heen made. Valves have 
heen designed which will operate with a 
very minnte current flowing through the 
filament, bringing about economy in the 
consumptren of en) rent from necumulator 
hatteries—the familiar dull emitter’ valves.

SHORTAGE OF CLERGY,

The annual meeting of the Diocesan Synod 
of Derry and Raphoe was held yesterday. 
The Ven. W. H. Holmes, LL.D., Archdeacon 
of Derry, presided in the absence of the 
Bishop, the Right Rev. Dr. Peacocke, who 
contracted a chill at the Diocesan Missionary 
Sale last Tuesday, and was unable to be pre- 
sent. 

The Chairman, after conveying the message 
sent by Dr. Peacocke to that effect, said that 
he was sure that all the members of the 
Synod felt the deepest possible regret that, 
after months of expectation of secing the 
Bishop again, he was not able to be with 
them. 3

the Chairman--Dr. Peacocke stated that in

It was a cause for great safisfaction to all 
who were interested in the welfare of 
Northern Ireland that the Government had 
promised to bring in an amending bill to 
the Education Act, which would, they hoped, 
erase the serious blots which disfigured that 
otherwise excellent measure. 

On the subject of Re-union: of Churches, 
the Bishop referred to the movement in 
South India and to the consideration to be 
given to the subject at -the Lambeth Con- 
ference next year. 


ADDITIONS TO CAPITAL. 

Mr. J.. FE. A. Simms. was elected a lay 
ember of the Representative Church Body. 

In moving the adoption of the Diocesan 
Council’s report, the Dean. of Derry said that 
it was a gratifying fact that more than 
£7,000 had been added to capita) last year 
above what was added in the previous year. 
That was a matter they were extremely 
thankful for, It spoke of much splendid 
generosity and very great efforts made on 
behalf of the parishes in various quarters, 
gome in parishes where those making efforts 
had apparently very little ground for expect- 
ing success. 

The Mayor of Derry (Senator M‘Corkell, 
M.B.E., D.L.), seconded the motion, which 
was passed. 

Canon Warren moved that the Synod re. 
cord its appreciation of the devotion of those 
members and friends of the Chur¢h who dur- 
ing the past year had left. bequests to various 
parishes in the United Diotese, and sin- 
cerely thanked those who. gave benefactions.

CLAIM.

LONDON, VV dnesday 
The hearing was continued in the King's 
Bench Division, London, te-day, before Mr. 
Justice Rowlatt. of an act on brought by M. 
Gallagher and Son, of Lower Mayor street, 
Dublin, against Harrington Brothers, manu- 
facturing chemists, of Oliver’s Yard, City 
road, London. The plaintifis claimed to be 
indemnified by defendants, the payments 
made by them as compcnsation to Owen 
Larney in respect of personal injury sus- 
tained by him while conveying bromine in the 
course of his employment. 

Messrs. Gallagher's case was that the de- 
fendants instructed Messrs. Palgrave, Murphy 
and Co., shippers, to receive five cases of 
bromine for delivery to Lennox Chemicals, 
Ltd., of Great Strand street. Dublin. Messrs. 
Palgrave Murphy accordingly :“tified the plain. 
tiffs, who are carters, to deliver to Messrs, 
Lennox, and they sent in May, 1865, the 
qarman Larney to collect the cases. 

For the plaintiff, Mr. T. Eastham, K.C., 
raid Larney loaded the cases on his lorry at 
the quayside, and then drove to a warm shed 
te load marble slabs. He did not knew the 
dancer. of _bromine, and when he noticed 
brown smoke coming from the cases he drove 
into the open air. He was injured by the 
escapinfg gas, and was awarded 35s. a week 
compensation. 

Piaintifis now claimed to be indemnified, 
as the defendants, they alleged, failed to 
give notice of the danger to the plaintiffs or 
the carman.

Lady Zia Wernher is also, I think, the 
only lady. who has ever won the Cambridge- 
shire, though the late Mrs. Carthew owned 
Medal, who dead-heated with Niantic a few 
yeurs ago. Lady Zia Wernher is a daughter 
of the late Grand Duke Michael of Russia, 
and her husband owns Brown Jack, who was

tively recent. patron of Captain Boyd-Roch- 
fovt’s stable, and he bought Double Life for 
her from Dr. Russell Ryan, who bred her at 
the Friarstown Stud, Co. Kildare.’ Even 
those who thought Double Life well handi- 
c.-ped when the Cambridgeshire weights 
come out feared the 10lb. penalty would 
stop her, and that such as Yosemite and 
Ghost Train, who had finished behind her at 
Kenipton, would, with their big ad- 
vattages in the weights, beat her 
this time.

ARCTIC STAR 1,650 GUINEAS. 


Yesterday mórniúgs bloodstock sale at 
Park Paddocks, Newmarket, was well at- 
‘tended, principally because the catalogue in- 
eluded the fine stayer Arctic Star, who, along 
with four other horses, was submitted tor the 
pw cage of dissolving the partnership between 
Lady Curzon and Sir Matthew Wilson. The 
Cesarewitch winner was started at only 6500 
cuineas, and was eventually sold to Mr. J. 
E. Anderton for 1,650 guineas. That gentle- 
man was opposed by Captain R. A. Wilson, 
and they engaged in a duel for possession, 
and also for the three-year-old Arctic Light, 
another son of Achtoi. In this instance, 
Captain Wilson proved successful at 1,050 
guineas. Mr. Anderton has several horses in 
training with Boyd at Peebles, but stated 
that Arctic Star was not going there. 

Three horses the property of Lady Ludlow 
realised 1,010 guineas, Mr. W. Gale giving 
420 guineas nea 550 guineas respectively for 
Sleepy Lad and Tyrano. Mr. W. M. G. 
Singer s three-year-old filly Billow made 500 
guineas to Mr. Reid Walker, and the only 
otner transaction of note was the sale of Mrs. 
Jolin Howeson’s Iberian Queen to Mr. G. 
8. L. Whitelaw at 420 guineas. 

The principal unsold lots were Yellow Oriel 
(1.450 guineas), Gentility (550 guineas), Elect 
(750 guineas), Junius. (1,750 guineas) and 
Ibstock (650 guineas). 

Some twenty yearlings were also offered, 
but. those sold made moderate prices. Mr. F. 
W. Hoole’s colt by Somme Kiss out of Bay 
Lady was withdrawn at 750 guineas, and the 
Hamilton Stud's colt by Solario out of Lamb 
Mint at 770 guineas.

DEPOPULATION. 

The Auditor, in the course of his 
inaugural address, said that the exodus 
which during the last eighty years had swept 
awav more than six millions of our people 
must be regarded as the central social evil 
in Ireland. ‘‘ Our fellow-countrymen,” he 
said, ““have fled from oppression and starva- 
tion, but they have reached no land of milk 
and honey: rather have they become the 
hewers of wood and the drawers of water for 
the modern Pharaoh.” The giant cities of 
America had claimed the overwhelming 
majority of our emigrants, who were to be 
found for the greater part on the lowest. 
strata of the “social scale. | 

With the exception of Scandinavia and 
parts of Southern Spain, Ireland was the most 
sparsely populated country in Europe, while 
the recent census figures indicated that. with 
the exception of France, the Free State had 
the highest known rate of decrease of 
population. Ours, however, had been a case 
of racial homicide, and not of suicide. 

Unnataral emigration iiad been a characte- 
rishe of Irish history since the ill-starred 
flight of the Earls, but it was only 
since the middle of the last century 
that the evil attained such devastating 
proportions. With the coming of the famine, 
ithe annual leakage burst into a flood. Emi- 
cration continued after the famine had sub. 
sided, since its causes, the evictions and the 
great clearances, still continued. The results 
they knew to-day, 

The Trish in foreign lands number about 43 
per cent. of the home population. Even at 
present, notwithstanding our yearly decrease 
n population, the annual toll of emigrants 
s more than 40,000. More than 85 per cent. 
leave Ireland between the ages of 17 and 45, 
and more than per cent. are drawn from 
the rural districts. 

CASH VALUE OF THE INDIVIDUAL. 
Taking the average cost of maintenance and 
education, it has been estimated that a full 
grown man or woman represents, in purely 
economic value to the nation, from £300 to 
£600. Thus, when the young adult emigrates 
before paying back in labour this debt, the 
country suffers a positive loss. On this hasis 
the present yearly emigration from Ireland 
ust represent an annual loss to the nation 
ef 20 millions sterling. The removal of so 
many of the best of the younger generation 
so leads to a lower standard of health and 
trength at home.

having taken the best that the country could 
sive in the way of a secondary and university 
education, emigrated in search of a career.

POLAND. 

Mr. V. I. Dobrzynski, Consul-General for 
Poland, seconded, and gave some interesting 
Statistics regarding the economic growth of 
the Polish Republic from 1921 to 1928. In 
particular he drew attention to the growth in 
the population in that peried, and to the 
methods employed. by the Government to 
grapple with the problem of emigration.

THE PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 

The President, addressing the students in 
the Aula Maxima, said that he had to con- 
ratulate them upon having secured their 
egrees. He reminded them that a B.A 
degree was not exactly a mastership in uni- 
versal knowledge, and was no guarantee that 
they knew everything that might be known 
even about any particular subject. But he teok 
it that it was a reliable proof that they 
were qualified to begin their professional! 
studies, and he trusted that they would 
bring to the study of theology all the know- 
ledge and mental training they had acquired 
during their university course. He had 
been present a great many years at cere- 
monies like this, and he had seen degrees 
conferred, and had conferred them on a 
great many Maynooth students, and he was 
sometimes tempted to ask: What was the 
result? Were they any better as a result of 
university training than the generations of 
students who had passed through this Col- 
lege when a university degree was an im- 
possible luxury? Now, strange to say, the 
answer came to him rather unexpectedly 
when he was reading what might be re- 
garded as a very true record—a very in- 


teresting pamphlet—that was the results of 


the leaving certificate examination for 1929. 
THE DIOCESAN COLLEGES. 

He studied that list, noting particularly 
the diocesan colleges, because, in the main. 
these colleges were staffed by young priests, 
who went through a university course in 
Maynooth. He did not forget the fact that 
many of the teachers in these colleges, lay 
and clerical, had graduated elsewhere, but, 
to a great extent, these schools 
their teaching power mainly from Maynooth. 

Looking over the list he found that 180 
schools and colleges presented boys for leav- 
ing certificates, nly seventeen of these 
schools could be regarded in any sense as 
diocesan — that was to say, slightly more 
than one-sixth of the whole. Over ninetv- 
one he would regard as non-diocesan. 

Now, the total number of boys presented 
at the examination was 756, and out of that 
number the diocesan colleges presented 190; 
that was to say, an average of eleven boys 
from eaeh college, the other ninety-one schools 
presented 566 boys, or an average of about 
six boys each. In other words, the diocesan 
colleges, though forming only one-sixth of 
the number of schools, presented one-fourth 
of the candidates. He drew from that the 
obvious conclusion—-a very creditable one— 
that the diocesan colleges, considering the 
numbers in attendance presented, practically 
every boy qualified by age or standing to 
enter upon the examination. i 

AN EXAMPLE. 

They did not concentrate all their energies 
on preparing a few brilliant boys likely to 
make a record for the schools. They’ did 
what they were paid for doing, and what 
every good school should do; that was, they 
paid equal attention to all their students 
whether they were brilliant or not,whether they 
were stars of the first magnitude or the least. 
whether they were fit to start from scratch 
or required a very generous handicap. Hence, 
in giving equal attention to all their student; 
he maintained that the diocesan colleges had 
set a splendid example 5 

In the second place, they put forward a 
good sound programme of courses. Thev 
did not pick and choose more with an eve to 
the success of the school than to the future 
of the pupils. In other words, the educa- 
tional value, and not marks, was the criterion 
they adopted. they followed the old traditional 
lines, lines that had been tested by centuries 
of experience, and that had not been sur- 
passed, and would probably never be sur- 
passed by any of the latest novelties in edu- 
cation. They were strong in the belief that 
the ancient classics must. form the basis for a 
liberal education, and even for the beginning 
of professional studies, and for that reason 
they put Latin and Greek in the forefront of 
their programme. 

GREEK. 

With regard to Greek. out of 756 wha 
entered for examination, 180 presented Greek. 
Of those 136 were from the diocesan colleges, 
and only 44 from the reinaining ninety-one ; 
that was to say, On an average, half a boy. 
(Laughter.) And what was the result? Fifty- 
five of the boys who entered from tha 
diocesan colleges in Greek passed with 


colleges. In other words, they had 
quarters of the honours in Greek. 

lesson from that was clear enough. 

was to remain as portion of the curriculum 
in university courses and secondary sch. ols 
in Ireland it would he on account of the 
efforts made in that direction by diocesan 
colleges. 


LATIN. 
With regard to Latin, that language fared 
much better this year than in other years. 
Nearly all the schools presented a few boys 


Latin the diocesan colleges had no reason to 
be ashamed of their record. Though they 
formed only one-sixth of the schools, they 
carried off between one-third and one-fourth 
of the honours in Latin. Nor did the atten- 
tion paid in the diocesan colleges to Latin 
and Greek interfere in any way with th 
success of their boys in other subjects—in 
Irish, English, mathematics, history and 
geography: The list of. prizes and exhibi- 
tions published in the newspapers recently 
afforded undeniable proof that the diocesan 
colleges, taken as a group, and considering 
the numbers in attendance, had very few 
equals in the Free State and no superiors. 
In one respect these colleges were weak, bu! 
it was a weakness that, for some unaccount- 
able reason, was shared by most of the 
Catholic schools in the Free State, 


MATHEMATICS. 3 
This weakness was found in mathematics 
and kindred subjects. Most of the diocesan 
colleges had presented their boys in mathe- 
matics; but, whether it was due to modesty 
or fear, nearly all of them took merely a pass

Only. six. boys fromthe diocesan 
colleges took honours in mathematics; but 
it was a consolation to know that five of 
these passed with honours. In the kindred 
subjects — applied mathematics, hysics, 
chemistry and rural science—all the diocesan 
schools were successful to a degree, but most 
of them gave these subjects a very wide 
berth. He trusted that in regard to thes¢ 
a better day was coming. 

They had had that day, and during the 
past three or four years, quite a number of 
men taking their B.Sc. degree, and some with 
the very highest honours, and he was confi: 
dent that me they went out and got pro: 
perly into harness the diocesan colleges would 
ie able to win for themselyes the same posi- 
tion in mathematics and science as they held 
in the languages. i 

_ THE NORTHERN COLLEGES. 

Not all of the diocesan colleges that sup- 
plied students to the Maynooth College were 
situated in the Free State. Many of them— 
and he was tempted to say the best of 
them—were from the other side of the 
border. There were at least two colleges in 
Northern Ireland that, judged by their pro- 
gramme and the results, had no reason to 
fear comparison with the best in the Free 
State. (Applause.) 

He was sorely tempted to refer to the 
flagrant injustice that was done to one of 
the pupils of one of these colleges, who 
was at pá a student at Maynooth. This 
hoy had won a double first-class exhibition, 
taking first place in “"he language group and 
fifth place in the mathematical group. He 
took second place in Irish and English and 
lourtly place in Latin and Greek, and yet be- 
cause [his father had not the same views 
about'}the results of the Battle of the Boyne 
as the Magherafelt Regional Committee. he 
was deprived of his scholarship. 

“AN INJUSTICE.” 

“I feel keenly on the matter.” said the 
President, “because so long as fic is a 
student at this college I am his guardian 
and am bound, therefore, to defend his rights. 
I am confident that the Minister for Educa- 
tion in Northern Ireland, when his attention 
is drawn to the matter, if he can legally 
interfere will certainly remedy this injustice. 
If he cannot legally interfere I am equally 
confident that the Courts. of Justice in 
Northern Ireland will reverse the decision of 
the Magherafelt Regional Committee.” 

The President concluded by thanking the 
representatives of University College for their 
attendance at the ceremony of conferring 
degrees, |

THE SLUMP IN NEW YORK. 


EFFECT ON LONDON MARKETS. 
From Oorn FINANCIAL. CORKESPONDENT. 
59 FLEET STREET, LONDON, 
W itiaiée. 
,. Stock ‘markets. of late have been largely 
dominated; of course, by the crash in New 
York, the severity of which is unparalleled. 


It may be said that this has affected all. 


the léading financial markets; ofthe world; 
for the weakness of Amsterdam, Brussels, 
and Paris can be attributed, if only indirectly, 
to the great change in conditions in Wall 
Street. In the same way, when prices there 
were rising foreign centres were affected by 
ihe movement of funds to America to take 
advantage of the exceptionally high interest 
yates ruling there. It would seem, therefore, 
that Europe is hurt whether prices in New 
York are rising or falling. It is a very good 
{hing that a real check has been given to 
the fever of speculation in the States; for 
when things have quietened. down the general 
situation will be healthier. Money rates all 
round will be more normal, and there should 
be no anxiety here regarding the gold ques- 
tion. The Bank of England will be able to 
build up its stock, if very slowly, and the 
way will be paved for a reduction in the 
official minimum. 


Possible Effect upon Trade. 


It remains to be seen to what extent the 
trade of sr Ais will be affected’ by the 
great reduction in: the purchasing power of 
the country, halt by the depreciation in 
stock ex values. Presumably the luxury in- 
dustries avill be the first to react, and if the 
diminution of buying in that direction 1s 
very. pronounced it may tell in time upon 
the more important industries. There is 
also the fact that buying on the instalment 
plan has been developed to a very remark- 
Able extent in America. It is certain that 
fhose interested in this department of finance 
will pass through a critical time, and if, as 
a result of a general diminution of the 
national. prosperity, the various institutions 
which finance instalment purchases by loans 
to the parties selling the goods are compelled 
to reduce the scope of their operations con- 
sidetably, the difficulties of the situation will 

“be aceentuated. Certainly a diminution of 
prosperity in the United States would react 
unfavourably upon Europe. To take only 
ote item, there would ‘be a material reduction 
in the volume of foreign tourtst traffic, upon 
which a vast sum is now spent by America; 
but more serious would be the lessened ability 
of. the States to import goes from other 
countries,
